Ir may be said-thatthe—building trade" 


of Hongkong was never more brisk than 
itis now, The great fire of last Christ- 
mas has of course much to do. with the 
present condition of things, that calamity 
having had the alleged effect of increasing 
the expense of building some 40 or.50 
per cent. Up to and for some time 
before the fire it was subject of goneral 
remark that foreign-built houses wer 
being gradually but ateadily displaced by 
native tenements, and that all the streets 
to the west of Pottinger Street were fast 
becoming almost exclusively Chinese. 
The tide is now turning somewhat, or 
rather the lack of foreign-built houseg is 
now beginning to be-felt, and steps are, 
we are glad to say, being taken in some 
measure to supply the want, To the 
enterprising owner of Beaconsfield Lodge 
and one or two other capitalists is owing 
this reasonable reaction, _It has‘ been 
felt for many years that middle-class 
houses are one of the greatest desideratn 
of Hongkong life, Our middle-class has 
far outgrown its houscbold reqnirements; 
and it is pleasing to know that this 
feature has at last been recognised by 
owners of property, In addition to the 
handéome building which has been com- 
menced for the Chartered Bank, at th- 
corner of Duddell Street—-for which 
structure, by the way, quite a ‘new 
industry, that of granite-polishing, is 
being busily carried ona row,of fine 
buildings ia to be erected ‘opposite the 
Hongkong Bank, to be knowns ‘the

Sevéral natives, numbering eight, six. men 
and two women, were all at the same time 
attacked by an unknown disease, the symp- 
toms of which. were intense fever and acute 
pain it the abdomen, - Two children, ono of 
about three years, and the other of one year 
and a half, were also struck by.the same ill- 
ness. This took place of-half-past ton, in the. 
evening, in tho ground floor of the hoisd, No. 
60, Camba Street. The officer of the Vete~ 
ran Guard of that subdivision waa communi- 
cated with, who immediately went to the 
house, os well as the headman of tho natiyes 
of Binondo, and on learning of the gravity 
of the illness, applied to the district judge 
and sent for Doctors Pedro Robledo ‘and 
Emilio Marasi. .Theso on secing the natives 
at once concluded that it was the symptoms 
of poison, the oatse of which we cannot yet 
ascertain, Tho dootor of the province, Sr, 
Bausano, also being present in. the house in 

uestion. The sick natives wére taken to 
the hospital San Juan do Dios, and up to 
the tine of writing: these lines we aro told 
that most'‘of them have perished, and those 


survived were much disfigured. ‘The subject |.

THE KANAGAWA KEN PENI- 

TENTIARY. | 

(Japan Mail.) 7 
During the courses of the week the writer 
of this article, in company with! 4 frierd, 
‘paid a visit to the Kanagawa Kea prison. 
vituated_on tho eascern outskirts of Tube, 
it ia bounded by the green fi-lds beyond, 
while its comparatively higher position, 
being built against tho side of a hill, also 
permite of a partial view of the bay. Armed 
‘with a letter from Mr Kawai, the Chief of 
the Yokohama. Police, wo knocked for 
admission at the broad, heavy gate, Jt waa 
opened by a policeman in uniform who, 
atter ‘avrvyeying us from bead to foot, 
ovidently became satisfied that we bad not 
come there to stay, at least got to slay any 
length of time, Having delivered our 
credentials we were conducted to the office 
of the Superintendent, where, aftor boing 
plevsantly received and treated to a cup of 
very guod tea, we sallied out on our tour of 
inapection accompanied by the secretary of 
‘the ivatitutiony who kindly volunteored, and 
by 6 sturdy policeman with hia staif of 
ottice. The part weentered first, the centre 
and the principal portion of the establish. 
| ment, isin the form of a large aquare, the 
four sides being onclosed by . buildings, 
Were it not for the red clothing, the dis- 
tinotive dress of .prisonera and worn by 
those moving about, we certainly could not 
have fancied this to be a prison : it looked 
neither more or leas than & busy, prosperous 
aud well conducted workshop. Paper 
spread on wooden frames to be driol by tho 
rays of the sun, newly painted desks, tables, 
chair ete,, and other half-finished products 
nearly filled up the open space in the 
centre, while from the buildings around it 
the buay'sound of men ot work, and even 
the buzzing of wheels and machinery, could 
be plainly heard. Tue first building ad. 
joining the office immediately to our right 
1s devoted to paper making. Tho kind 
principally manufactured. is that heavy, 
thick, red-tinted paper which is made for 
official purposes only, Manya shvot, made 
by some pour prisoner here, will doubtless 
be used to write down the judgmeiit which 
will consign a fellow-being to bear him com- 
pany for many a long year. Beyond thisis 
a carpenter workship, aud although the pro- 
ducts turned out are.genorally of the more 
common sort yet a few articles’ which had 
been sent to the Ueno Exhibition of leat 


year, Froved that great skill and fine de- 
licate workmauabip are by no meaus absent, 

But the rule seems to be to manufacture 
good, solid serviceable work, ‘with only 
moderate pretension to fashion or beauty. 
In the hat and in the boot and shoo depart- 
ment, to which we were next conducted, 
this was also fully apparent and tho finished 
articles subjected to our iuspection, although 
not up to the standard required by a Count 
d’Ureay, Jooked far superior:to many of the 
cheap progucts of Western lands, All the 
boots ané shoes so far manufactured are for 
the use of members of the police, the supply 
being as yet insufficient for, the demand. 
The hats ure‘made of good plaited straw, 
which is bleached and prepared in the 
prison grounds, aud they form efficieut 
protection against the sun. 

To the left of the placés just traveraed, 
within the same enclosure, but, on’ much 
higher ground, are the hospital, the acbool- 
room for young offenders, and the kingoku 
prison, the prison for press offences, etc, 
On cur way thither we learned from our 
guide that besides the ‘industries enu- 
merated, # few others of minor importance 
were carried on ; the whole-number of male 
prisoners amounted to 666, a part of whom 
were always employed in out-door work, 
repairing streets, roads, eto, Within the 
prison grounds, with the exception of & few 
very dangerous characters, they wore not 
feitered, Each one’a number was marked 
on his red prison dress and the gravity: of 
the offence was shown by blue rings, on 
eagh sleeve, four rin.s indiosting imprison- 
ment for life, three ringa for ten yéate, two 
for seven yenrs, one for five yenrs, wuilo 
‘no rings s;sowed the comparativoly lucky | 
werrera to ba there -for a less period than- 
five years. Attempts ot eacdpe are shown 
by. part of the sleeve being of blue instead - 
of red colour, What was strikingly notioe- 
able during our tour waa the entire absence 
of, sullenn aq, of dejection ) nay, eyen of 
sadvega or Gissontent on the faces of thoae 
we bad seen. . ‘They- all looked clean oud 
well fed, and with the easy carelessness of 
the lower classes-of Asiatio uations, they 
pmilod und iauglied with, apparently, an 
utter absence of anything Jike low spivits, 
Mostly young, or at least below middle age, 
there wero many wi-b pleasant, winnlog 
faces amoug them, and whfti such a ong 
showed four blue stripes ot his sleeves, it 
wat dificult sltoge her, to repress a feeling 
of deep, sad syrapatby and pity. All our 
preconceived notions founded upon tradi. 
tion and report, upon what ‘we had read 
and heard and even what. we had.neen in 
oth:r lands, as to tle rights which a 
penitentiary, thould present, ‘were here 
utterly at fault, No rattllug of erent 
houvy bunches of keys by stera an 
determined looking jailors, no dark’ and 
gloomy ceils with yet gloomler looking im- 
fates, no sound even of locks closing or 
sundlosing, or the grating of bolte, “An air 
of simple; easy-going almost patriarchal 
sort of good nature seemed -to pervade 
everything. Yet there were not a few here 
for life, for whom Liberty, sweet golden 
liberty, as to exist hencefervard only as a 
recollection of the past. : 

“The hospital had very few itamates;- tho 
health cf the prisoners beinz very good. All 
the prisoners take abath daily, and a special 
medicated. bath is act, 
of the-sick, when thele dlseste t6 of a

A Japanese phyaician Js ‘constantly on the -. 
premises, and a woll-appointed drag atora 
and laboratory is fitted/ap on the grounds, 
For grave cases Dr Simmons, of the Kana- 
gawa Ken ‘hospital, is consulted. , 
The *Kingoku” prison, for press of- 
fendera, etc, was empty. Like all the 
other colls it Is constructed of upright tim- © 
bers, about four inches square, placed at 
intervala of two or thrés iaches, thus al- 
lowing: a clear. view .through its whole 
fongth. The place fas not an inviting 
look, and with all duo admiration for the 
martyra of the Fourth Estate, wecanhardly | 
blame those who ‘think discretion the ~ 
better part of wisdom. ‘ ' : 
The schoolroom is the best of the build- 
ings above mentioned, This ia furnished 
with tables and benches, ou. which, as.we ° 
passed in, aome twenty youthful offenders 
wore eeated, dreased in the usual prison 
garb! Until noon they are kept to manual 
labour, in the afternoon to atudy.:-One. 
sido of the large room is hung with lane 
maps, and books and educational apparatua 
ia considerable quantity aye piled up there, 
The teacher, a-very king! and intellectual 
looking man, came forward to greet us. 
The course of instruction is reading, writ- 
ing, arithmetic, geography, history, eto, in 
fact, just what is taught in a primary 
Bohoul, ‘the teacher ia assisted by prison- 
ers who are competent to do ao, selected 
ohicfly from amoug those confined for poli-- 
tioal offences. | : 
Retracing our steps through the grounds 
we had come, it bemg now half-past*three, 
the time when work .is concluded, we saw 
the prisoners marching to the bath, and 
were next conducted to the female ward, 
Only nineteen or twenty female convicts - 
aré now in prison, They ore employed at 
weaving, spinning, and knitting.” The 
clothing which the prisoners wear is toa 
grout extent manufactured within the “ 
prison grounds, partly here, partly in the 
male ward, from the rough cotton } spins 
ning, weaving, dyeing, making, ete., being 
alldone here, A dozen or so of foreign 
knitting machines are kept, andw.derabirte . 
and drawers, of good serviceable quality, 
are also m.de. We expressed our surprise 
at the. comparatively small number. of 
women, and ‘were thereupon ivformed by 
our guide that with the approach of aummer 
the “ Mugi Yus” would doubtless furnish 
an increased contingent, . . 
Thsprisoners’ oolla are in a separate on- 
closure ; as they were now “beginning to 
enter. them. we followed.: his is the only 
part of the establishment upon which -no. 
praise can be bestowed, The cells aro over- 
crowded ; in tho winter months this is not 
80 great an evil as with tho appronch of 
wart weathor it soon will’ be. The means 
of egress in case of fire, aleo, partly owing | 
to their crawded state, are insufficient. The 
prison in former years was situated in. Yur 
kosuka, and was pattly removed to Kana» 
gawa twenty years ago, altogether fo a few 
years, afterwards, ‘Lhe buildings ereated 
‘have not kept pace with the extraordinary 
growth of the oity, and the consequent 
increase {n the criminal portion .of. the 
population, New buildings are absolutely 
and imperatively necessary, and we can only 
hope their erection will not be long delayed. 
Adjvining the cells- there is a amall but 
very neatly laid out garden into which the 
pricouera in squads of twenty or 80, are 
admitted for an hour or two, by turns, 
several times a week. -Loving nature and 
fl wera as all Japanese. do, this must be & 
highly cherished privilege, the ‘deprivation 
of which can be made 4 serious means: of 
discipline, WPpon the whole these prisoners , 
must be an extremely docile and easily. 
managed. set of men, Tho sufoguards 
provided would certainly be insufficient ‘to 
restrain even a tenth of their ‘umber’ of 
the class which find their way into Weatern 
prisons, 
‘very scarce and acts of insubordination still 
mre so.. Gambling of a ‘very mild typo, 
carried on in the cella, probably ‘for the 
most part with intent to kill time only and 
to relieve the dull monotony of prison life, 
is the priucipal dvil‘ which the keepers 
have to, complain of, The most efficient 
meaus of correctiou ia the dark cell, a 
gloomy looking edifice ; two or three days 
is the limit of time for which it isimposed; _ 
to the prisoner doubt ess ao many centuries. 
The Japanese are 4 sensitive preple, loving 
light and air and society more than 
western nations do; none of the. pri- 
soners show anything like the atubborn- 
ness and stolidity ao often «met iu our 
prisons, and the.dark cell for them 
means a severe punishment, which we hopo™ 
is not often administered. $ 
Those undergoing examination, and on 
‘trial for graver offerices, are aleo detained 
within the grounds here. There were 143 
at the time of our visit; they-are, of course, 
not put to avy labor which, however, must, 
to many, seem rather like a privilege 
denied than a boon to be thankful for, 
Only one part remained to be seen—that 
where the punishments are adminiatered 
and where the extreme penalty of the law, 
by hanging and decapitation, is ‘enforced, 
A separate fence surrounds this place, it is 
painted black with the exception of ono 
white gate which in only opened to admit 
those whose houra are numbered, who in 
passing may well leave hope bebind, The 
gallows is a heavy stucture, also palnted 
bluck, and gloomy enough it looked in our 
eyes in spite of the bright sunlight whioh 
played around it. ‘The place where core 
poral punishment is administered, which ia 
now amited to fromi.ten to a hundred 
atrok-s with bamboo, is close beside: ft, 
end whether by accident, or ch sen exprenss 
ly, the sight of this.ugly framework ia pro- 
bably » more efficiont deterrent than the 
pain endured.’ - 7 4 : 
Returning to the office cf the suporlatande 
ext, Wo were shown a telephone whioh con 
neots the place with the Kencho and the 
Central Police Station, and whioh wWorks.as 
wo-were toli very natisfuctorily, After 
partaking of another cup of tes and express 
ing our thanks to the neta eadaae and 
to our ‘guide, we left, - have raid proe 
viously that this prison differs from any we 
have zeon before, but probably on accotint’ 
of the lack of brutality, coarsenoss ahd 
vioiouaness. in the sppearance of the pric 
‘poners, it is miore apt tu create a feeling of 
sadness and pity than where such qualttica : 
openly displayed, prove the necensity of 
reprehensive action, 3 a 3
